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"Incredible," The General Says— 
Marines Were Not Active In Capture 
Of Philippines, MacArthur Declares 


TOKYO, Jan. 
17— (ff)—"Incred- 
ible"—that's what 
Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur says about tho asser- 
tion by Gen. Holland M. (Howlln1 
Mad) Smith that MacArthur failed 
to publicize the Marines' contribu- 
tion to the Pacific campaign. 


Smith's war memoirs, coming out 
today In a book, "Coral and Brass," 
have appeared partially before In 
' magazine form4 However, In the 


full text the Leatherneck general— 
now retired—raises new Issues, 
' Smith wrote that James Roose- 
velt, son of the late President, was 
decorated for his part In the oper- 
ations at Makin Island "without 
any reference to me." Smith led 
the landing forces In the Invasions 
of .Tarawa, Makln, Salpan and Iwo 
Jima. 
General MacArthur replied at his 


Allied headquarters office In To- 
kyo: 


"General Smith's statements that 


Marines were active 'In the recap- 
ture of the Philippines' and that I 
neglected to mention them In my 
communiques 
seem 
Incredible," 
•aid MacArthur In a statement to 
The Associated Press. 
"There .were no Marine ground 


Units whatsoever engaged In the 


recapture of the Philippines. The 
only ground forces Involved were 
the Sixth and Eighth armies, nei- 
ther of which possessed Marine 
units." 


MacArthur went on to say that 
the only Marine ground unit un- 
der his command was tho Firs' 
Marine division temporarily assign- 
ed to him In Australia after the 
Guadalcanal campaign and which 
he used In the New Britain opera- 
tion. 


"It was shortly thereafter reliev- 
ed from my command over my pro- 
test," said MacArthur. "It was a 
magnlflcant unit as, Indeed, were 
all other Marine units with which 
I have had any professional con 
tact, and my reports as to its con 
duct during Its service under me 
were completely laudatory and ful 
ly publicized." 
He added that General Smith 
"has been badly misinformed, to 
say the least." 
Smith wrote that although the 
Marines were active In the recap 
ture of the Philippines "you can 
search MacArthur's communiques 
describing tho Philippines fighting 
and you will be unable to find i 
single reference to the Marines.'

Reorganization 
Of Government 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—(/P)— 


President Truman today 
asked 
Congress to give him permanent 
authority to reorganize the govern- 
ment. 
In a message to the legislators, 


ho said ho needs the power to 
shift government agencies In order 
to promote "efficient and econom- 
ical conduct of the public's busi- 
ness." 
The President emphasized: 
1. The reorganization legislation 
"should bo permanent rather than 
temporary." 
2. The act should be "compre- 


hensive in scope; no agency or 
function of the executive branch 
should be exempted from its opera- 
tion." 
The Hoover commission recently 


recommended that the President 
have authority to reorganize the 
government, subject to congression- 
al veto. 
The commission, headed 


by former President Hoover, 
IB 
studying ways to Improve opera- 
tions of the government. 
Under the President's recommen- 


dation, reorganization plans sub- 
mitted to Congress would become 
effective in 60 days unless rejected 
by both Senate and House.

The Bess Of Russia— 
Mariow Explains Politburo Of U.S.S.R.

The Politburo. 
You hear It men- 


tioned often. But what is It? It's 
the real boss of Russia. 
It's made up of Joseph Stalin and 
13 other top Russian communists. 
Its full name Is the Political Bu- 
reau. 
The Politburo makes the 
big decisions. 
Yet, the Politburo Is not 
even 
part of tho Russian government, 
And only a very small percentage 
of the Russian people are members 
of the Russian Communist party, 
How, then, can the Politburo run 


I the whole show? 


Members of the Russian Com- 


munist party hold key jobs In the 
government. 
And tho key Com- 


munists are In the Politburo. 
In thinking of Russia, keep a 


couple of things separate: The 
party and the government; the 
mass of the people and the mem- 
bers of the party. 
Only about '6,000,000—of the 200,- 


000,000 people In Russia—are per- 
mitted at this time to be members 
of the Communist party there. 


(About 18,000,000 young people of 
both •exec, IS to 26, are members 


of the Komsomol: The Communist

The Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics (USSR) is made up of 16 
republics. (Soviet means council.) 
Like our own Congress, which 
makes our laws, the USSR has 
Parliament, or Congress, called the 
Supreme Soviet, which makes laws 
for Russia.
